Evans, Pall-Hall) belonging to the late —- 
Nassau, Esq, brother to Lord Rochford, is 
a curious bijou called “ New Yeeres Gift, 
presented at Court from the Lady Parvula 
to the Lord Minimus (commonly called lit- 
tle Jefierie) with the scarce portrait of the 
celebrated Dwart little Jefferie Hudson, and 
three copies of it; in Morocco,” 1636.— 





''This curious relic, according to a @avu- 


script note in the book, is bound with a 


' piece of Charles the First’s Waistcoat, tied 


with the blue ribbon of the Garter ; and, by 
the arms inside, has been ia the possession 
of Joannias Townley de Town. ‘Lhe por- 
trait is very small, and underneath has the 
following lines :— 

* Gaze on with wonder, and discern in me 

The abstract of the world’s epitome.” 

Next week will decide who is to be the 
happy possessor of this little unique rarity. 
Jeffery Hudson was born at Oakham, Rui- 
landshire, 1619, and about the age of seven 
or eight, being then but 18 inches high was 
retained in the service of the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, who resided at Burleign-on-the- 
Hill. Soon after the marriage of Charles 
Il. the King and Queen being entertained at 
Burleigh, lite Jeffery was served up to the 
table in a cold pye, and presented by the 
Duchess to the Queea, who kept him as her 
dwarf. From seven years of age to thity, 
he never grew taller; out after thirty he 
shot up to three feet mime inches, and there 
fixed. He vecame a considerable part of 
the entertainment of the Court. He was 
seut to France to fetch a midwife for the 
Queen; avd on his return with the gent!e- 
woman and her Mayesty’s dancing master, 
with the rich presents to the Queen from 
her moiher, Mary of Medicis, he was taken 


by the Dunkirkers, 1630, and lost couside- | gon had purchased several suits of clothes, 


rable property. Jeffery thus made ot con- 
sequence, grew to think himself really so, 
He had borne with little temper the teazing 
of the courtiers and domestics, and had 
many squabbles with the King’s gigantic 
porter, At last being provoked by Mr. 
Crofis, a young gentleman of family, a chal- 
lenge ensued, and Mr. Crofts coming to the 
rendezvous armed only with a squirt, the 
livtle creature was so enraged, that a real 
duel ensued; and the appointment being on 
horseback, with pistols, to put them more 
on a level, Jeflery, with the first fire, shot 
his antagonist dead. This happened in 
France, whither be had attended his mis- 
tress in the troubles. He was again taken 
prisoner by a ‘Turkish rover, and sold into 
Barbary. He probably did not remain long 
in slavery, for at the beginning of the Civil 
War he was made a Captain in the Royal 
army, and in 1644 attended the Queen to 
Fraace, where he remained till the Restora- 
tion. At last, upon suspicion of his veing 


‘| privy to the Popish Plot, he was taken up 


in 1682, and coufiied iv the Gatehouse, 
Westmiuster, where he died in the 63d 
year of his age. Such was the end of poor 
little Jeffery, whose memory will live as 
long as the annals of English history exist. 
(See Cauldfield’s remarkable Caaracters ; 
and Peveril of the Peak.)

The Pilot: A Tale of the Sea; by the author 
of The ** Spy,” * Pioneers.” &c. &c. 3 vols 12mo. 

The very considerable power and ability di-- 
played in ** The Spy” and ‘* The Pioneers,” the 
precursors of the present volumes, have rendered 
the author of those works, who is understood to 
be a Mr. Cooper of New-York, a decided favor- 
ite with all novel readers on this side of the AUan- 
tic. * The Pilot” will, we feel persuaded, add 
still more to his reputation. It is a fine fea-piece, 
painted with a bold and vigorous pencil, and does 
great credit to the writer’s powers, both of de- 
scription and sentiment. Although he has chosen 
the same element for the subject of his sketches 
which has furnished Smoilet with so many happy 
dehneatins, yet there is nothing of the copyist in 
Mr. Cooyer’s pages. The sea-pieces of Smolict 
are mostly, if not entirely, humurous; but the 
scenes of ** The Pilot” are of a more chivalrjus 
and romantic character. The novel is, however, 
by No means deticient in that broad comic hu- 
mour which seems to flow so easily from a sea- 
man’s tongue. 


The scene, a8 in The Spy,” is laid daring the 
Revolutionary contest, and the Sominal hero is 
no other tha® thecelebrated Paui Jones, whose de- 
barcation upon our coasts spread so much terror 
during the period of the Americano war. The reas 
der, howe ver, is never made officially acquainted 
with t:.e name of the hero, which he is lelt to dis- 
cover hy sundry remote inferences. The Pilot 
himself, is iu our estimation, the least success/ul 
character in the novel, and, indeed. the only one 
with whom we are inclined to find fault. ‘There 
is too much Byronism about him, if | may be al- 
lowed the expression =‘The other characters are 
well drawn, spirited. Gistinct, and natural. Tom 
Cion, or Long Tom, might have figured witi 
great credit to himself and the author on the pa- 
zes of the Scotch novelist. Many of the scenes 
are admirably conceived; amongst which we 
would specify the takwg of St. Ruth’s Abbey, the 
escape of Long Tom, and the loss of the Ariel. 
Vhe latter scene, more especially, is worked up 


with a degfee of energy which takes a powerful | 


effect upon the feelings ol the reader. 

We are heartily rejoiced to receive such works 
as these from across the Atlantic, and we hail 
them as proofs of the genius of the Americans.—

that nine tenths of the daily papers in London, 
are in the hands of speculators—-of peop'e who 
deal in annuities and consdls, as well as in para- 
zraphs and politics.

The 
consequence was a political victory to the party 
which resorted to this expechent. 

The election of leo Candidates of the same par- 
ly, with equal votes, preseated a new feature of 
our Constitution «As no choice had been de- 
clared hy the Electors, the election of a President 
of the United States, devolved on the House of 
Representatives. 

It was then seen ttiat the election must be 
made by the votes of states. represented in ‘their 
organized and equal character, and that no ma- 
jority could be formed, of ‘that party which had 
recommended:the candidates. 

A scene ensued, of whicn nothing but the recol- 
lection of a great public danger, from which we 
have in no degree escaped, would alone justify 
any notice of thisevent at the present time. The 


then influenced by an infirmity, which seems to 
be incident to human natere. When they found 
that their own wishes could not prevail, they en- 
deavoured todisappoint those of their opponents. 
If it was wrong in one party, to’ recommend a 
consolidated vote, whieh, if it succeeded, would ne- 
cessarily produce the difficulty which existed, 
and if it failed, would involve the disgrace which 
always attends the violation of plighted faith ; 
still it mast have been an equal, af not a still 
greater wrong in the other’ party, to contranent 
the known wishes of a majority :f the eleciors, and 
all parties are, | hope, now disposed to regret the 
“mistakes which were mutually committed. 

This error overwhelmed the party, which in 
name at least, sapported the system of Washing- 
ton, and under the influence of strong ju lic ex- 
citement; it produced a change in the Constitu- 
tion, by which the Electors are required to desig- 
nale the individudls Who are intended to execute 
che offices of President and Vice President. 

I fear that it has not been yet sufficiently per- 
ceived, that this change, with other causes, is ex- 
erting an important inflaence on the future tran- 
waillity and union of these States ;—that sectional 
feelings are gradually reviving ; and that the 
greal connecting and regulating principle of the 
Constitution, has been displaced. 

‘The office of Vice President, has tertamly lost 





sentatives of the people, and can decide on their 
most important interests, ander no other restraint 
than their -esponsibility to public opinion; and 
especially while we know that future representa- 
tives will, like the present, be-mere emanations 
from the popuiar will ofjthiscountry. Our danger 
therefore, if any exists, must arise from the state 
of society, or from some unfortunate principles, 
which time and circumstances have engendered, 
and whicheen only be corrected by a new provis 
ion4n our constitution.
